REORGAKRIZING THE LEAD TRUST

One Stockbolder Brings Sait to Preveat the
Proposed Change.

New York, Oct. 20—A motion was
made in the Supreme Court hers to-day to
prevent a reorganization of the National
Lead Trust in New Jersey. The proeeed-
ings wero brought by Thomas H. Uncles,
who owns 860,000 worth of stock. His
counsel olnimed that the trust was formed
in Oectober, 1887, with a capitalization of
$80,448.600 and was to comtinue 21 vears
The profita last year amounted to §2,000,000,
while the assets only amount to §25,000,000.

At s meeting last August of the stock-
holdern it was decided to tranafer the assets
to the new corporation to be formed in New
Jersey with a capitalization of $30,000,000,
The President and trustees were to form a
Bosrd of Reorganization. The certifieate
holders in the old company were to receive
shares in the vew and §30,000,000 debenture
bonds were to be issued. Mr. Uncles'
counsel that this action had depre-
cisted the value of the certificates p-
resentatives of the trust stated thst it was
intended to organise a corporation from the
trust in order to conformto the law. Jud
In said that he would consider I.E:

The British Steamer Fiji Goes Down
With Twelve Men on Board.

OTHERS SAVED BY A Lirn LINE.

Native Isiand Tribes Fighting a War to End
in Extermination. J

SAax Fraxcisco, Oct. 20.—The steam-
ship Alsmeds arrived to-day, 24 days from
Sydney, vis Auckland and Honolulu. The
vessel brings further particulars of the loss
of the ship Fiji, which were received at
Sydney before the Alameds left there. Fif-
teen of the Fiji's crew were landed by a life
line, which was taken to the wreck from
‘Warumambool via Port Campbell. Twelve
of the crew were drowned. The ship broke
up, and the beach was strewn with wreck-
age. The scene of the wreck is three miles
east from Callebrand river,

The Fiji struck against a low reef a short
distance from shore. Bhe was from Liver-
pool, having sailed previously from Ham-
burg, May 22. Captain Vickers, Second
Mate Campbell, Sailmaker Lyons, four ap-
prentices and seven sailors were saved.
Chief Officer Brisbane, Third Mate Lard-
man, Cook Stewart, Apprentice Porter and
eight others whose names were not ascer-

ned were drowned.

ANOTHER BAD BHIPWRECK.

The steamer Wallarah, of Tund’s Anchor
Line, was wreoked some time ago at Dassen

DESPERATE MEXICAN EMUGGLERS.

Their Operations Along the Texas Border
Growing Extensive.

SAN ANTONIO, TEX.,Oct. 20.—[ Special. ]—
United States Deputy Revenne Collector
Bell arrived here to-day from an. extended
inspection trip along the Rio Grande bor-
der. He states that a large number of ban-
dits have for some time been boldly engaged
in smuggling operations along the border,
near Roma. Theys are terrors to the custom
house guards and honest citizens. It was
fomerq; the custom of smugglers to bring
dutiable articles from Mexico into this
country, but now nearly all the smuggling
that is being done along that part of the
border is from the United States into Mexico,

The duty on dress goods and tobacco was
raised by the Mexican Government not
long sgo. This heavy duty has caused this
change in the smuggiing business, and great
quantities of leaf tobacco and plants are
sold by merchants on this side to profes-
sional smugglers. The Custom House
are unable to prevent this violation of the
law, The smugglers are d charne-
ters. They go well armed and in sufficient
numbers to overcome any resistance the
guards may make. They understand that if
captured on the Mexican side death is
certain to them, and so they give no quarter
when they come in contact with Govern-
ment soldiers or officers.

The Whisky Trust’s Latest Move,

CHICAGO, Oct. 20. —The Whisky Trust is
reported to be pursuing an entirely new
method to erush its rivals. There are in-
dependent distilleries in Nebraska, Illinols
and two in Ohio. To break up the trade
of these houscs, the trust, it is said, organi-
red a large foree of agents several weeks
ngo and sent them throughout the country
with instructions to visit all saloons and
learn from whom the keepers buy their
liqunors. I they are customers of anti-
trust houses the agent undersells, and in
this way they have succeeded in di
& large trade from the independent houses
to the trust.

The Legnl Fire Insuranoe Pollcy.

HARRISBURG, Oct. 20.—[Special, ]—The
State Insurance Department is sending out
to every insurance company and insurance
agent in the State a copy of the only legal
fire insurance policy, in accordauce with
the act of April 16, 1891. By this act what
iz known as the New York insurance policy
wos accepted, and, to prevent any misun-
demnding. the t is issning
copies of the policies and its riders. The
policy, which must be used by mutual as
wall as premium companies, is entitled tha
“Standard fire insurance policy of the State
of Pennsylvania.”
